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GERMANY BEFOGS THE ISSUE 


Is it possible that members of the German Reishstag, 
like the German masses, are kept in ignorance of what is 
going on in the world at large? On no other hypothesis 
can we account for the remarkable statement of Foreign 
Secretary von Kuehlmann, while addressing the Parlia- 
mentary ‘debating society.” He said: “The efforts of the 
Holy See to bring about ap exchange of views between the 
belligerents have, so far as we are informed, not yet re- 
sulted in any considerable step forward since ‘the reply by 
the Central “Powers. We cannot say whether our adver- 
saries will make up their minds to even answer the Pope's 
note.” 

All of the world outside Germany knows that Presi- 
dent Wilson answered the Pope’s overtures at length; that 
he set forth in illuminating language, formally and offi- 
cially, the American position, and all the world outside 
Germany knows that later the Entente Allies, through 
their several spokesmen, announced that they were at one 
with President Wilson, and that it was unnecessary for 
them to act. 

The foreign minister is either in league with the mem- 
bers of the Reichstag to fool the people of his own coun- 
try, or the members of the Reichstag are not permitted to 
know what the German foreign minister knows. It is a de- 
liberate effort to befog, viewed from.any angle. 


THE MOST SHAMEFUL CHAPTER

Congress proclaimed a war with Germany last Spring; 
as a matter of fact, Germany has been at war with the 
United States for nearly three years—ever since, under 
the arch-conspirator, Bernstorff, the German espionage 
and propaganda system became organized for active work. 
Unscrupulous, shameless, this sinister figure went about 
his task while accepting the official hospitality of the gov- 
ernment and the social attentions of its citizens. 

So cleverly did he cover up his part in the promotion 
of force and murder on this soil that when he was given 
his passports there was widespread sympathy with his 
awkward position. 

That he was a low-browed, conscienceless murderer at 
heart no one suspected, and yet the revelations made by 
Secretary Lansing can leave no doubt as to his true char- 
acter. He may have been acting under orders, but he was 
not a part of the military establishment and might have 
avoided personal dishonor by resigning. He did not re- 
sign. He clung-to his post until he was packed off, and 
his embassy was the storm center of conspiracy and crime. 

Primarily, Germany was responsible; actually Germany 
was making war—in the dark—on a friendly power. Not 
in this generation, or in the next—or the next—will that 
Empire survive the odium that will attach to its name and} 

to its fame among the civilized peoples of the world, 


PEACE TERMS.NOT MYSTERIOUS 


Washington announces, with considerable gravity, 
that “Colonel House seeks the peace terms of the Allies 
and neutrals.” There is no mystery about the terms on 
which the Allies will make peace and the terms of the neu- 
trals matter not one whit. France will demand the two 
“lost provinces” and the restoration of Belgium, and Great 
Britain will insist on keeping the colonies wrested by her 
armies from Germany, and Japan will do the same. The 
terms on which the United States will make peace are in 
writing—President Wilson has stated them, and they are 
a demand that the German people, not the perfidions 
Hohenzollerns, give pledges that they will keep the peace 
hereafter and live in amity with the rest of the world 
Russia will back up America in this attitude, and the other 
allies will, too. Italy will take part of Austria and be sat- 
isfied. The troubles of those small wasnish nations, called 
“the Balkans,” will have to be a matter of deliberation. 

Colonel House can find out all he wishes to know 
right in Washington. His task should be as easy a one 
as he ever undertook. In fact, Président Wilson can tell 
him what the Allies’ peace terms are, and he need not both- 
er himself about the neutrals.
